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Trustee Krause Changes 
Her Vote — Metro Park 
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is Given Liquor License 
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At the May 22nd Township 


Board meeting Trustee 


Krause changed her vote 
from a consistent “no” vote 
to a “yes” vote, tipping the 
majority in favor of granting 
a booze license for the park 
system. The Board gave the 
license without getting any- 
thing else in return. Pre- 
viously Trustee Krause sug- 
gested free entry for 
Township residents. Trustee 
O’Kelley went further and 
suggested the Township 
receive a share of the fees 


charged to enter the park and ~ 


the golfing fees. 

The issue of the liquor 
license had been discussed 
on a number of occasions 
and the Supervisor, Treasurer 
and Clerk have consistently 
supported the granting of the 
license. The Four Trustees 
have consistently voted 
against it. Each side cited 
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many examples to support 
their position and Trustee 
Krause had been one of the 


- most vocal. She even went so 
far as to bring up the rumor 


she heard that a deal may 
have been struck in the land 
swap deal that would give 
the parks frontage property 
and a liquor license. The 
Supervisor and the Treasurer 
denied this. 

When the May 22nd agen- 
da became public, Trustee 
Krause’s name was men- 


tioned in the park authority’s 


request to speak before the 
Board. 

At that Board meeting 
Huron Clinton Metroparks 
Director Gary Bartsch ad- 
dressed the Board. He began 
his remarks by thanking 
Trustee Krause for calling 
him and attempting to set 
the record straight. He said 
he hoped he had answered 
her questions. Apparently he 
had. 

The Director also thanked 
Treasurer Skrzycki for invit- 
ing him to speak to the 
Board. Ironically Trustee 
O’Kelley had previously 
asked the Board to invite the 
park representatives to speak 
to the Board and that motion 
failed. 

The Director read a letter 
dated 5-8-02 directed to the 
Board members. In that letter 


he reaffirmed the park’s sup- 
port for Huron Township. 


_ When he concluded read- 
ing his letter, O’Kelley 
reminded him that all this 


began when three citizens 
spoke to the Board and two 
of them talked about with- 
drawn services. The Ap- 
plefest Chairperson  spe- 
cifically said a park repre- 
sentative had told her that 
services would be withheld 
to Applefest by the park sys- 
tem. He said this alarmed the 
Board, and he asked who the 
park authority person was 
that made these threats. 

Director Bartsch did not 
directly answer the question 
but in his comments he said 
the comments were taken out 
of context. He mentioned 
budget restraints and that the 
Park Superintendent for the 
parks in Huron was con- 
cerned about the $25,000 it 
would take to purchase a 
liquor license. He said it was 
a “shame” they had to look 
into their budget for this pur- 
chase. He said the parks in 
this area work on a strict 
budget. 

When he concluded his 
remarks, Trustee Krause 
immediately advised the 
Board that she had spoken to 
Director Bartsch on the 
phone and she told him of 
the concerns she had. She 


said, “He helped to enlighten 
and bring some new light on 
that area. We now agree that 
the metro park has always 


been the next best thing to 


God in this Township.” 

_ She went on to say that the 
park is trying to work with 
us and we get off balance 
when a “few residents take 
things out of context and 
blow it up and upset every- 
body.” She said she felt very 
confident that granting of 
the license would not be a 
problem and hoped «they 
would be able to control the 
drinking. 

This was a reversal to the 
comments she made to this 
reporter when she told me 
that when she was an 
employee, the Township 
they had all kinds of prob- 
lems with drunks after they 
left the parks. 

When she made the motion 
to grant this license, Trustee 
O’Kelley openly laughed 
and after the vote a lone citi- 
zen in the audience clapped 
his approval. 

After the vote and during 
the Trustee reports, O’Kelley 
said that when the agenda 
first became public he was 
told, “something was going 
down.” He said he rejected 
that thought and accepted the 
idea that the park was simply 
going to dispel the rumors 


and reaffirm their support for 
the community. He was told 
to be “looking for something 
else.” He said he was 


~ extremely disappointed. 


Trustee Krause said she 
was sure she had upset some 
people tonight. She said that 
what we did (grant the 
license) needed to be done 
after talking to Mr. Bartsch. 
She concluded that she 
resented any second-guess- 
ing of her decision. 

Treasurer Skrzycki con- 
gratulated Trustee Krause for 
“her courage” in changing 
her vote. He commended her 
for her open-minded deci- 
sion. He said the park system 
“is the best thing that Huron 
Township has to offer. 

The final vote was four to 
three with Supervisor 
Mitchell, Clerk Bowers, Trea- 
surer Skrzycki and Trustee 
Krause voting in favor. Trustee 
Adkins, Carey and O’Kelley 
voted in opposition.

Headlee Amendment Override 
Non-Homestead Rate Dollars

On June 10, 2002, Huron 
School District will be ask- 
ing the voters to go to the 
ballot and pass an override 
for the Headlee Amendment. 
According to School Super- 
intendent Thomas Hosler the 
Headlee override must pass 
or Huron School District will 
lose $55,463 of local rev- 
enue for the 2002-2003 
school year. Superintendent 
Hosler stated that the school 
district has eaten approxi- 
mately $70,000 over the last 
few years due to the Headlee 
Rollback but this is not a 
financially sound practice to 
continue. — 


Superintendent Hosler also» 


explained that the current 
growth rate for Huron 
Township is 11.7% which 
allows to the district to levy 
less millage for the bond 
issue than was voted. The 
voters approved 6.5 for the 
bond and the district only 
needs to levy 6.1. This is a 
definite break for the home- 
owners. The Headlee over- 
ride would provide 1/2 mill 
for the district. The home- 
owner will not have to pay 
the override on their home- 
stead. The override less the 
growth reduction almost cre- 
ates a wash fro the business 
community. 

The following detailed 
explanation was provided by 
Huron Schoo! District:
